Massage mu st n ev er be giv en to 
weary , an d tho masseu se shou ld 
have a han d firm, bu t soft, flexible, 
sen sitiv e an d stron g. Ev en an am a­ 
teur may hav e this k4n d of han d , 
and practice will make it fu ll of 
healing to the sick. 
The masseu se m u st stan d or sit in 
a position comfortable for herself, or 
otherwise she will he u n able to giv e 
comfort. It is the ru le to ru b the 
limbs toward tho bod y. Begin n in g 
at tip of fin gers, ru b with stead y 
stroke toward tho shou ld er, v aryin g 
the force accord in g to tho wish of 
the patien t, an d cov erin g tho whole 
arm. 
Startin g with tho toes, ru b 
toward the thighs. 
Tho ru bbin g of 
the abd omen is in a circu lar cou rse. 
On tho back it follows tho cou rse of 
the backbon e an d mu st hav e some 
force to it. 
With all the motion s, in a gen eral 
treatm en t tho arms are taken first, 
then legs, chest, abd omen , back—- 
fro m on o en d to tho other of the 
spine. 
Rubbing with the flat han d is the 
o rdinary method kn own to ev ery 
o ne. There is also ru bbin g with the 
tips o f the fin gers, which is v ery 
so o thing when d on o lightly an d of­ 
ten in d u ces sleep when practiced on 
the head an d wrists. 
An in v igoratin g motion is giv en 
by resting the base of the han d on 
arm o r bod y, placin g tips of fin gers 
firmly on the skin an d d rawin g to­ 
ward the base of han d , workin g in 
this man n er from wrist to shou ld er 
an d from foot to thigli. Tho han d is 
never flat when d oin g this, bu t ben t 
to give pu rchaso to tho action of 
the fin gers. 
It will bo fou n d that the motion 
o f kn ead in g the flesh, which is al­ 
most precisely that of kn ead in g 
bread, will giv e both stimu lu s an d a 
restful sen sation to tho in v alid . On 
the limbs this is taken from sid e to 
aide, n ot up an d d own , as the former, 
but like it in that it starts at tho 
-wrists and an kles, workin g u pward . 
Last o f all, an d often omitted sav e 
in cases of slu ggish circu lation , 
o o mes percu ssion , which is slappin g 
the entiro bod y from han d to shou l­ 
der, fro m foot u pward , the head be­ 
ing o mitted. This may be d on o with 
the entire han d flat, or with it ben t 
so that o nly the fin gers, thu mb an d 
base o f ban d tou ch the flesh, an d 
muut be d on o carefu lly, as ev en gen ­ 
tle blo ws o n ten d er su rfaces are of­ 
ten no t ben eficial. 
Practice will make those hin ts 
plain and 
en able an y on e with a j 
so und bod y an d sympathetic n atu ro 
to aid in cu rin g the sick or in m ak­ 
ing their su fferin gs more easily 
bo rne, and there are man y women 
and children who will take massage 
fro m those they lov e who will n ot 
take it from a more skilled masseu se 
who is a stran ger. 
These n otes are 
written to those who lon g to help 
others, an d who kn ow n othin g of 
massage sav e ru bbin g, which soon 
wearies both person s 
con oern ed . 
By using those fou r motion s a be­ 
ginner can giv e an hou r’s massage 
withou t becomin g greatly fatigu ed , 
and their ben efit is marked to tho 
sufferer.—New York Lod ger.

10 to lay their case 
befo re the department o f the inte­ 
rio r. It is this interest that Mr. Hay 
represents, and Mr. Beaulieu’s selec­ 
tio n fo r the wo rk o f unify ing the o p­ 
po sitio n aud securing the statements 
o f fact necessary fo r the pro per pre­ 
sentatio n o f the case to the general 
laad o ffice, was made o n acco unt o f 
the intimate acquaintances with the 
histo ry and co nditio ns o f the tribe. 
Ihe Baldwin bill pro vides that the 
Chippewa lands shall ba so ld in fo rty - 
aere tracts so so o n as 100,000 acres 
shall have been survey ed, and the 
survey haa pro gressed so far that the 
lan d o ffice has practically decided to 
thro w the reservatio n o pen J une 1, 
sud a special to the Pio neer Press 
from Washingto n states that a fo rmal 
pro clamatio n to that effect i* ex pect­ 
ed within a few day s. 
The Baldwin 
bill left it in the po wer o f the co m­ 
mission er o f the general land o ffice 
to arran ge the details fo r the dispo ­ 
sition o f the land, subject to the ap­ 
pro val of the secretary o f the inte­ 
rio r. 
The schedule submitted to the 
secretary on Saturday pro vides that 
the timber lands shall no t be so ld fo r 
less than $3 per tho usand stumpape. 
The o p(>o sitio n o f the Indians is 
bo sed o n the fear that the schame o f 
dispo sing o f the lands will redo und 
mo st to the benefit o f the pine land 
grabbers o f the vicinitv. These gen­ 
try , the Indians claim will be present 
at the o peniug and by o utbidding 
o ther pro spective purchasers,will be 
enabled to secure at advantage. 
The 
Indians believe that the o pening o f 
the reservatio n sho uld be made, as in 
o ther cases, uuder so me sy stem which 
will pro tect their interests. 
The mat­ 
ter is o ne o f great impo rtance, in­ 
vo lving as it do es 890,000 acres o f 
laud in the White Earth and Leech 
Lake reservatio ns, and means a great 
deal mo re to theChippewa tribe, than 
to the state o f Minneso ta, which is 
interested o nly to the ex teut o f the 
settlement o f the laud abo ut lo be 
thro wn o pen. 
Fo r this reaso n, a 
vigo ro us fight will be made when the 
delegatio n reaches Washingto n, iu 
o rder, if po ssible, to secure a mo di­ 
ficatio n o f the schedule so as to pre­ 
vent the abuse o f the law by pine 
land speculato rs and at the same time 
pro tect the interests o f the tribe. 
The greater part o f the lands to be 
thro wn o pen are in the Leech Lake 
reservatio n, o nly a little o ver 50,000 
acres being included in the White 
Earth lo t. 
Abo ut half o f the Leech 
Lake lands is co vered with timber, 
aud will be so ld at stumpaga sale,

Mr. Beaulieu also brings news o f 
au ex citing but pro bably no t serio us 
euco unter a few day s ago between a 
party o f Indians and two men who 
were o r claimed to be deputy game 
wardens. It seems that the Indiana 
have been under the impressio n that 
the treaty between the tribe and the 
go vernment gave them the right to 
hunt and fish o n the reservatio n, but 
it is no w declared by the district at­ 
to rney that this clause o nly affects the 
territo ry as far as the Mississippi, and 
as the place where the enco unter o c­ 
curred was bey o nd this limit, the 
seizure which was attempted war 
pro bably legal. 
There were three Indians iu the 
party , aud they had as many saddles 
o f veniso n when they enco untered the 
stran gers. The latter no tified them 
that they must surrender the game, 
which the Indians refused to do , 
under their idea o f the law. The 
wartieîls then drew their guns to eo - 
fo rce their errand. 
The enco unter 
was the cause o f co nsiderable ex cite­ 
ment, which has, ho wever, practically 
subsided, and there seems to be no 
danger o f further tro uble resulting 
therefro m. 
The 
Indians, 
when 
bro ught to task fo r their resistance, 
pleaded that they had been previo usly 
victimized by 
white visito rs w ho 
claimed to be game wardens m o rder 
to secure veniso n and o ther game 
which they were no t skilled eno ugh to 
acquire by sho o ting, and it is likely 
the matter will be dro pped where 
it is.

W it h the advent of the new year 
which is now upon us comes renewed 
vigor in political fields and from now 
until the election in November poli­ 
tics will ba rife in the land. 
Already 
emissary* are traveling over the state 
feeling the publio pulse regarding 
state officers and many a man is in­ 
terviewed without knowing it, his ex­ 
pressions being jotted down in a little 
book for future reference. 
The year 
1896 will be full of conventions start­ 
ing in with that of the republican 
league club in early spring which 
srill ba followed by the e-tate, con­ 
gressional, legislative, county, and in 
this place, city convention. It will 
be a dean sweep from president down 
to the lowest office in the gift of the 
people, and when one remembers that 
all political parties will hold conven­ 
tions it will be seen that their num- 
, bar will be legion. 


Gas. Beaulieu, deputy U. 8. mar­ 
shal Am bees eagaged to eeeave daU 
for ex-Diet net Attorney Eugene G. 
Hay of Minneapolis, who has been 
engaged by some of tho Leech Lake 
Indians to fight the proposed pUo o t 
disposing of tho lands on the rssarvn- 
fou says the Pioneer Prs*. 
The 
Chippewas are greatly excited over 
the passage of the Baldwin bill, and 
have selected a delegation of four­ 
teen prominent members of the tribe, 
which delegation will start for Wash­ 
ington about Jan. IO to lay their ess* 
before the department of the inte­ 
rior. It ie this intersat that Mr. Hay 
represents, and Mr. Beaulieu’s Belec­ 
tion for the work of unifying the op­ 
position and securing the statement* 
of fact in pessary for the proper pre­ 
sentation of the case to the general 
land office, was made on account of 
the intimate acquaintances with the 
history and conditions of tho tribe. 
lb s Baldwin bill provides that the 
Chippewa lands shall ba sold io forty- 
acre tracts so soon as 100,000 acres 
shall have been surveyed, and the 
survey has progressed so far that the 
land office has practically decided to 
throw the reservation open June I, 
aud a epccial to tho Pioneer Pram 
from Washington states that a formal 
proclamation to that effect it expect­ 
ed within a few days. 
The Baldwin 
bill left it in the power of the com­ 
missioner of the general land office 
to arrange the details for the dispo­ 
sition of the land, subject to the ap­ 
proval of the secretary of the inte­ 
rior. 
The ached ult submitted to tho 
secretary on Saturday provides that 
the timber lands shall not ba sold for 
less than $3 per thousand etumpape. 
The opposition of the Indiana ie 
hosed on the fear that the scheme of 
disposing of the lands will redound 
most to the benefit of the pine land 
grabbers of the vicinilv. Thsee gen­ 
try, the I od iaos claim will be present 
at th* opening and by outbidding 
other prospective purehaeeis,will be 
enabled to secure et advantage. The 
Indiana believe that the opening of 
the reservation should be made, es in 
other cases, nuder some system which 
will protect their interests. The mat­ 
ter ie ooe of great importance, in­ 
volving es it dose 890,000 acres of 
land in the White Earth and Leech 
Lake reservations, and moans a great 
deal more to tho Chippewa tribe, thao 
to the state of Minnesota, which ir 
interested only to the extent of the 
settlement of the land about to be 
thrown open. 
For this reason, a 
vigorous fight will be made when the 
delegation reaches Washington, in 
order, if possible, to secure a modi­ 
fication of the schedule so ae to pre­ 
vent the abuse of the law by piua 
land speculators and at the same time 
protect the interests of the tribe. 
The greater part of the lands to bo 
thrown open are in the Leech Lake 
reservation, only a little over 60,000 
acres being included in the W bite 
Earth lot. 
About half of the Leech 
Lake lands is covered with timber, 
and will be sold at stumpage sale, 
while the remainder srill be thrown 
open to settlement nnder the general 
land laws. 
Mr. Beaulieu also brings news of 
an exciting bat probably not serious 
encounter a few days ago between a 
party of Indiana and two men who 
were or claimed to be deputy game 
wardens. It seems that the Indians 
have been nuder the impression that 
the treaty between the tribe and the 
government gave them the right to 
hunt and fish on th# reservation, but 
it is now declared by the district at­ 
torney that this clausa only affects the 
territory ae faros the Mississippi, and 
as the place where the encounter oc­ 
curred was beyond this limit, the 
seizure which was attempted wa*, 
probably legal. 
There were three Indians in th# 
party, and they bad as many saddlts 
of venison when they encountered the 
strangers. The latter notified them 
that they must surrender the game, 
which the Indians refused to do, 
nuder their idee of til# law. Tho 
war Jills then drew their guns to en­ 
force affeir errand. 
The enoonoter 
was the cause of considerable excite­ 
ment, which has, however, practically 
subsided, end there seems to be no 
danger of further trouble resulting 
therefrom.

Indians, 
when 
brought to task for their resistance, 
pleaded that they had bern previously 
victimised by white visitors w 
claimed to be game wardens in order 
to secure venison and other gel 
which they were not skilled enough to 
acquire by shooting, and it ie likely 
the matter will be dropped where

The benefits of massage are so 
well known that it is needless to re­ 
count them. and no ill person should 
be denied tbs invigorating effects of 
**tbe laying on of hands." Many , 
pfreom* mrs kept from the curative i 
effects of maemge by the thought of 
g ip—ibm, skilled masseuses reoeiv- 
tag high wages. Toenable the home 
attendant or friend in some degree 
to take ber place is the aim of this 
article. 
The skilled masseuse must know 
Mm body, with the location of nerves 
—ii muscles, that be or she may be 
able to give such as need it special 
treatm ent 
Massage supplies to the feeble the 
exercise they are unable to obtain 
otherwise and includes a series of 
movements of limbs, fingers and 
toes, m well m the strokes of the 
xnMMuse’s hands. 
These, some­ 
what violent, should not be tried 
without the advice of the physician, 
and no direction for their use is in­ 
cluded in this article. 
The strokes given in massage are 
for rmtfulneM or for the purpose of 
lousing blood vessels and other or­ 
gans to action and may be light or 
hard, tho same variety of stroke bo­ 
ing varied to suit the patient No 
rule can be given for this, aa judg­ 
ment is something given only by na­ 
ture and experience. 
Massage must never be given to 
weary, and the masseuse should 
)mve a band firm, hut soft, flexible, 
sensitive and strong. Even an ama­ 
teur may have this kind of hand, 
and practice will make it full of 
healing to the sick. 
The masseuse must stand or sit in 
a position comfortable for herself, or 
otherwise she will be unable to give 
oomfort It is Mio rule to rub the 
limbs toward the body. Beginning 
at tip of fingers, rub with steady 
stroke toward the shoulder, varying 
the force according to the wish of 
the patient, and covering tho whole 
arm. Starting with the toes, rob 
toward the thighs. The robbing of 
the abdomen is in a circular course 
On the back it follows the course of 
the backbone and must have some 
foroe to it 
With all the motions, in a general 
treatm ent the arms are taken first, 
then legs, chest abdomen, back— 
from one end to the other of the 
•pine. 
Rubbing with the flat hand is the 
ordinary method known to every 
one. There is also robbing with the 
tipa of the fingers, which is very 
soothing when done lightly and of­ 
ten induces sleep when practiced on 
tho head and wrists. 
An invigorating motion is given 
by resting the base of the bandon 
arm or body, placing tips of fingers 
firmly on the skin and drawing to­ 
ward the base of band, working in 
tM* manner from wrist to shoulder 
and from foot to thigh. The hand is 
never flat when doing this, bat bent 
to give purchase to the action of 
the fingers. 
It will be found that the motion 
of kneading the flesh, which is al­ 
most precisely that of kneading 
bread, will give both stimulus and a 
restful sensation to the invalid. On 
Mm limbs this is taken from side to 
aide, not up and down, as the former, 
hot like it in that It starts at the 
wrists and ankles, working upward. 
Last of all, and often omitted save 
in cases of sluggish circulation, 
m percussion, which is slapping 
the entire body from band to shoul­ 
der, from foot upward, the head be­ 
ing omitted. This may be done with 
tho entire hand flat, or with it bent 
so that only the fingers, thumb and 
of band touch the flesh, and 
must be done carefully, as even gen­ 
tle blows on tender surfaces are of­ 
ten not beneficial. 
Practice will make these hints 
plain and enable any one with a 
yynvul body and sympathetic nature 
to ald In curing the sick or in mak 
I fig their sufferings more easily 
borne, and there are many women 
and children who will take massage 
from those theydove who will not 
take it from a more skilled masseuse 
who is a stranger. These notes are 
written to those who long to help 
others, and who know nothing of 
massage rave rubbing, whioh soon 
wearies both persons concerned. 
By affing these four motions a be­ 
ginner can give an hoar’s massage 
without becoming greatly fatigued, 
and their benefit is marked to the 
sufferer.—New York Ledger.

was iii no manner Influenced by the 
comp lications now existing lietween 
the United States and Great Britain as 
the result of the negotiations over the 
Venezuelan 
boundary 
question, and

SILVER MKN CONSOLIDATE. 


Aw Amalic*mntIon of Three I*rlWel­ 
ti*! Organisation*. 
Chicago, Dec. 31. — For some time 
past negotiations have been pending 
for a complete consolidation of the 
American Bimetallic league. National 
Bimetallic union aud the national sil­ 
ver committee, Hie three principal sil­ 
ver organizations in the United States, 
representing all sections of the coun­ 
try. Y’esterday these negotiations cul­ 
minated in an agreement by the rep­ 
resentatives of the respective organi­ 
zations by which such consolidation 
lias 
beeu 
sultstantially 
perfected. 
Nothing now remains to be done but 
a ratification by the executive com­ 
mittees of these organizations, each 
acting separately, which will ‘speedily 
follow. 
The consolidated organiza­ 
tion will be known as the American 
bimetallic union. 
Its principal office 
and general headquarters will be in 
Chicago at 134 Ylonroe street, in the 
offices occupied by the National Bi 
metallic union, with branch .offices ie 
-W«aUiR£ton, Itan' Francisco, and. per­ 
haps in other cities both Norfli and 
South. It is the purpose of the united 
organization to press the campaign 
of education on behalf of bimetallism 
with the utmost vigor in all parts of 
the country. 
A conference of pro­ 
nounced silver men will be held at 
Washington in January, when a plan 
of action will be outlined which it’ is 
said will have an important bearing 
upon the political events of next year.

Washington, Dee. 27.—Great Inter­ 
est was excited in official circles bere 
to-day by the publication in the Wash- 
lngtbn Post, under a New York date, 
of a circumstantial statement to the 
effect that the Russian government 
has offered to lend the United States 
government and amount of gold, up to 
$400,000,000—one-half of its total pos­ 
session of this specie — In order to 
maintain Its credit against assaults 
from the great money powers of oth­ 
er European nations, and that, learn­ 
ing of this tender, the Rothschilds, 
through Messrs. Belmont Sc Morgan, 
had made overtures to let the United 
States have any amount of gold need­ 
ed. 
The statement, It is learned, is ac­ 
curate, so far as concerns the fact 
that Russia tendered the United 
States a part of its store of gold, but 
the natural inference that this offer 
was a recent one made in consequence 
of the late Venezuelan message and 
subsequent panic is not warranted, for 
it may be asserted positively and on 
excellent authority that the tender 
was in no manner Influenced by the 
complications now existing between 
the United States and Great Britain as 
the result of the negotiations over the 
Venezuelan boundary question, and 
was in fact made two years ago.

Then they would glance swiftly and know 
lugly at each other, and realise that the 
mysterious box enclosed all that was mor 
tai of the late Harry Hayward, the mur­ 
derer of Catherine Oink. The newa of the' 
arrival of the body soon spread through 
the depot, aud every matt who could leave 
bls post for a moment came to view the 
box. 
The object of ho much attention arrived in 
Chicago from Minneapolis this morning at 
0:30 o’clock over the Milwaukee. It wa* 
lifted from the train and placed upon the 
truck. Then It was token Into the base­ 
ment baggage room, placed upon the ele­ 
vator and lifted to the main baggage room 
and wheeled out on the sidewalk. 
Take* to the Cemetery. 
There it rested for some fifteen minutes, 
when a tall and portly man entered the 
room with a policeman and gave directions 
for the transfer of the body to the suburban 
train of the 
Milwankee, which runt to 
Graceland cemetery from this city. This 
man was N. F. Warner, a Minneapolis un 
dertaker, who was In charge of the body 
and ita cremation. He passed through the 
ticket gate and waited. He began to grow 
Impatient, and the boor for the train to de­ 
part was drawing near, when all at once a 
relieved look wa* seen to overspread his 
face, and Dr. Thaddeus Hayward and Harry 
tSoodsell, a cousin of the dead man. ap­ 
proached and all exchanged glances, and 
then boarded the train for Graceland. 
As soon as possible Mr. Warner, who ac 
companied young 
Hayward and Goodsell. 
had the plain wooden box containing the 
body transferred to the train for Graceland 
cemetery, and when this was arranged the 
three men boarded the train and sat con 
versing in a low tone during the trip. 
When the train stopped at the entrance 
to the cemetery the cart on which the cof­ 
fins are placed was shoved up and the box 
lifted out. The station master and two at­ 
tendants from the cemetery were the only 
ones to meet the train, and the corpse had 
scarcely been 
removed when 
the train 
palled oat. 
Then the two attendants bent their backs 
and commenced slowly pulling the little 
cart with Its heavy load across the tracks 
Into the cemetery. The three men who had 
come from Minneapolis to take back with 
them the ashes of the dead man followed 
behind with bowi*d heads and slow steps 
Badly and 
slowly the 
little 
procession 
wound its way along the gravel paths to 
the crematory. 
When the little chapel, beneath which la 
the crematory, was reached the body was 
carried to the basement, where are the 


j huge furnaces. There were to be no serv 
t Ices or prayers. The attendants unscrewed 
the lid of the outer box and the coffin was 
lifted out. It was covered with black cloth, 
and on the silver plate was engraved: 
"At R est." 
i 
The lid of the coffin was removed and the 
little group pressed closer. 
Through the 
glass was seen the face of a young man, 
handsome even in death. The eyes were 
closed as naturally as though in sleep, 
, but the mouth was partially opeu, givin* 
a weird expression to the lower part of 
t the face. The forehead and side of the 
head were darkened, showing where the 
physicians bad examined the brain. Tears 
came to the eyes of the brother aud cousin 
when they looked at the clay-like fare, but 
except for the moistening of their eyes 
for a moment neither gave way to his 
emotion.

Young Goodsell asked for a 
lock of 
Harry’s balr, but there was no tremor in 
his voice as be made the re4iuest nor did 
be wince when he took the moist scrap of 
hair from the undertaker. Dr. Hayward 
said nothing, but all the time faxed steadily 
at the form of his brother. 
The silver trappings were taken from the 
coffin, the glass laid aside, and the somber 
black casket was lifted to the trusses, the 
oven doors were opened and two attend­ 
ants hastily pushed the corpse into It? 
fiery bier. 
The doors were shut and the 
little group who had been watching ab­ 
stractedly stood for a few moments without 
uttering a word aud then as lf by one 
accord separated about the cemetery to 
awalt the consuming of the body. 
The Incineration occupied three hours and 
fourteen minutes. The corpse was placed 
on the sliding platform and pushed Into the 
intensely heated receptacle at l.Od o'clock. 
At 2 o'clock the furnace was opened, the 
plate on which the remains rested was 
withdrawn and the dust to which be had 
been reduced was gathered up. placed In 
an urn and given to the dead man's brother, 
Dr. Hayward.

loft when certain that both man and 
woman were dead. 
The affair was the outgrowth of the 
old story of a faithless wife and a 
vengeful husband. 
Several months 
•go Devens, a middle aged widower, 
was accused by Thomas West, a pros­ 
perous farmer, of intimacy with Mrs. 
West. 
Quarrel 
followed 
quarrel 
throughout the family until West in­ 
stituted divorce proceedings and de­ 
clared Deveres must die. 
The men 
met in Lebanon. 
West snapped his 
revolver, which missed fire, and De­ 
veres killed him on the spot. On the 
plea of self-defense the murderer se­ 
cured bail and scandalised the neigh­ 
borhood by taking his two daughters 
and moving into West’s house. 
The 
relatives of the murdered husband 
•wore Vcagcaaee. 
and last night It came. 
Close to IO 
o’clock a band of men rode up to the 
West homestead 
aud demanded ad­ 
mittance. “Tom West is dead. 
Now 
it is your turn," Hie spokesman called, 
and Deveres aud the woman awoke 
to find their house surrounded. 
Ylrs. 
•West rushed to a darkened window 
and begun a wild hysterical plea for 
mercy. A dozen bullets answered lier 
cries and the demand for immediate 
surrender was repeated. Deveres, too, 
asked for a hearing, but his request 
wa* greeted with a shower of shots. 
“W ell give you ten minutes to open 
up. Then you buro," said the leader 
of the mob, and his men quietly re­ 
tired from the door. 
A hurried con­ 
sultation was held inside the house, 
and then, white ami terror-stricken, 
Hie little girl of Deveres was thrust 
out to plead with tile mob. 
Clad in 
her night robe, barefooted and unpro­ 
tected, she bravely walked out into 
the moonlight and sobbed out a prayer 
for 
her whfie-haired 
father’s 
life. 
"Get out; you’re liable to get shot 
yourself," a ruffian shouted, and thor­ 
oughly panic-stricken, the child fled 
to the cabin of a negro neighbor. Mrs. 
West then appeared at the door, and, 
referring to her condition, made 
A Last Appeal for M«rer. 
It was unavailing, and in anoUter mo­ 
ment the house was fired. The shrieks 
of the Imprisoned wretches failed to 
move their tormentors, who, after tile 
flames reached the living room, could 
see thejpan and woman in the agony 
of death by the fire. Just before tile 
roof fell the woman was seen to reel 
across the room and plunged headlong 
Into the fireplace among the burning 
coals, and there she died. Wild with 
pain, Deveres at the last moment, 
made a daslt for liberty, but a score 
of bullets stopped him half a dozeu 
steps from the door. 
This morning the little girl led her 
negro protector to the scene, and there 
the bodies, scorched beyond recogni­ 
tion. were found, untoushed by the 
lynchers. The s**ene of the horror was 
visited by crowds of curious people to­ 
day, and it was well tow’ard noon l>c- 
fore the bodies were eared for by an 
undertaker. 
Mrs. West’s corpse was 
charred almost beyond human seiu- 
bHtn<*e. Overcome by the flames she 
had fallen into the large old fashioned 
fireplace of the living room, and lier 
head W’as almost burned from her 
body. Devere’s body was pierced by 
at least twenty-flve bullets. 
Before 
bis desperate dash for liberty be had 
been frightfully burned and would 
probably have died without the gun­ 
shot wounds.

Evenness of touch is the elusive 
quality that a piano student thinks 
himself fortunate lf he can attain In a 
dozen years of laborious practice. One 
of the reasons for the tediousness of 
progress in touch is the difficulty of 
telling by the mere sound whether tbq 
notes are pressed with absolute equal, 
ity of force. A device that can be re­ 
lied upon to give a graphic represents^ 
Hon of the tension and pressure of the 
fingers, in such a form that a student 
can actually see what he Is doing, find 
correct his own errors, may ba the 
means of saviug#years of hard work 
to piano players, Such an apparatus 
has been constructed In France. It Is 
quite simple in construction, and con­ 
sists chiefly of a rubber tube placed 
under the keyboard, united at ita ex­ 
tremities by a registering drum, also 
of rubber. When the notes of the 
piano are played, the pressure on the 
tube causes a wave of air to b t sent 
through it .into the drum, to which is 
attached a*)pen that records its move­ 
ment on a moving roil of palier. The 
Wave makes the drum vibrate, and the 
motion is communicated to the pen, 
which leaves Irregulu:* marks on the 
palter, The board on v bleb the tube 
rests Is regulated by means of wedges 
adjusted by a screw. When raised it 
almost reaches Hie uotes of the piano, 
and the appliance Is then ready for 
the work of registration. When no 
music is being played the recording 
tape shows simply a straight line. The 
instrument is extremely sensitive, qpd 
the peaks seen on the recording tape 
vary in height, according (o toe de­ 
gree of force with which a note la 
struck. In the case of an even abakq 
the peaks show jike a long drawn out 
range of miniature mountains of uni­ 
form height and shape; a chn racier-. 
less. lop-sided shake, on the. ^PMtrary 
is shown on the paper ga a •Grits m 
weak, irregular gqd jumbled mark­ 
ings. This instrument is likely to be 
of great service aa an educational 
agent. Even artists of high attain 
ments can derive much benefit from 
it, since the performer of a pianoforte 
classic by a great artist can be graph­ 
ically Impressed on the recording tug, 
and can be afterward followed find 
studied from beginning ta end. This 
may prove to be almost as valuable aa 
a method of musical tuition aa the 
phonograph la found to be In the 
teaching of language accent and enuik 
elation.

ANTARCTIC EXPLORATION. 


R eport» 
of 
a 
N orw eg ian 
Sailor 
A ro nif U rltl» h Inte re st. 
T h rte » .irat B ritish s< kntiflc socie­ 
ties are ag re**d th a t it is the duty of 
the Britisii g overnm ent to tit out an 
expedition for thoroug h untarctic ex 
ploration. 
In 
November, 
1S1>3, 
the 
Royal G eog raphical society appointed 
a notable com m ittee to lu« |uire into 
the propriety of such an expedition 
j and report. T hey reported In favor of 
having the g overnm ent send tw o sult- 
i able vessels to explore the south polar 
reg ions and ke« *p them at it for three 
' years. T he r**|>ort w as ailopfed and 
i transm itted 
to 
the 
royal 
society, 
j which, iu turn, appointed u pow erful 
com m ittee w hich In May, 1H5M. re 
p« >rted strong ly in favor of the pro- 
pos« *<l scheme. At the beg inning of 
l the present year the council of the 
B ritish association g ave the plau its 
vig orous indorsem ent, aud it doubt­ 
less took furtlier ai’tion on it at its re 
' cent auuual m eeting in Septem ber. 
The plau of Dr. John M array of the 
Challeng er, who addressed the Royal 
, G eog raphical society on the subject 
two years ag o, was to semi out two 
suitable 
g overnm ent 
steam ships 
of 
j about 1,000 t« » us <*ueh, have them start 
in Septem ber, land a com pany of 
aM uit ten men s« miewhere south of 
Cape H oru un<! another iu Victoria 
Land, atul have these parties spend 
tw o years or more ashore, exploring 
the antarctic continent. 
The ships 
would laud the shore fiartles the tirst 
sum m er, visit them the secoud and 
take tlH*m off the third, aud would 
spend their own w inters and all their 
available tim e iu deep sea and other 
observations along the outer m arg in 
of the antarctic ice. 
W hat may lie found on the antarctic 
continent no man can say. Animal 
Ilf« * in abundance w as found last year 
at Cape A dair by G. R Borchg itw ink, 
a young Norw eg ian, w ho sailed there 
as one of the crew of a w haler, and 
whose account of his experleu« *es ex­ 
cited g reut interest at u recent g eo­ 
g raphical cong ress iu London. Mr. 
B orchg revink w ants to g o back, and 
w rites toTITe Lomlon Tim es pressing 
for “furth er and im m eillate research 
w ithin the antarelitic circle.” It is 
held to be possible th a t a new race 
of men may exist som ew here w ithin 
hail of the souch pole, aud that such 
« •reatures as the Ichthyosaurus may 
still survive iu the antarctic seas. 
Seals and sm birds are abundant 
there; w hat else no one cau say. but 
m any 
inq uisitive 
persona 
w ant 
to 
know. 
Our countrym au. Dr. Frederick Cook, 
g reatly deslrod to tit out an Am erican 
south pole expedition to sta rt out this 
fall anTl catch the next antarctic sum ­ 
mer, but his efforts in tliat direction 
seem n« it yet to have come to any 
thing . P erhaps he will do lietter an 
other year; but. a t any rate, there 
seem s a real prospect that a serious 
attem p t to find out w hatever can be 
know n about the antarctic continent 
w ill be m ade before the preseut cen- 
tury e nds .-H a rp e r’s W eekly.

PROTECTING TILK OUTLETS. 


Fastens Practical Hotbeds Av* ■ a c ­ 
erated. 
Unless special cora is taken to pro­ 
tect tbs outlet of a tile drain, there to 
danger of Its being more or less In­ 
jured. If It Is in tbe pasture stork 
tramping about It are liable to crowd 
tbe tile out of place or break them. 
Where land washes very easily heavy 
rains will frequently displace them. 
It is also sometimes desirable to so 
close the . opening In tbe dralu that 
muskrats, rabbits aud other vermin 
cannet enter it daring a dry time and 
build an obstruction. Several such de­ 
vices are illustrated In the cut. 
Outlet D is particularly suited to a 
tile which has its opening in a bauk 
of a creek or ditch some distance from 
the bottom. It is merely a wall of 
stone or brick laid in ceraeut. This 
protection prevents the washing away 
of earth from about the outlet or a dis­ 
placement of tile or earth by freezing. 
Where stone is abundant this style of I 
an outlet Is as practical as any and i 
more substantial than many others, j 
Outlet C consists of a Worden box I 
Anode of two-inch hard wood, open at 
one end, which is slipped over the ead j 
of the drain. At the outer cud a door, 
hinged at the tup. is s> arranged that 
the water will readily flow out, but 
nothing eau go up the tile. A similar 
box outlet, E. is square at tile miter I 
end, over which iron rods are secured I 
or a piece of strong wire netting is ! 
fastened. Outlet F is simply a tile I 
with boles in the top and bottom [ 
through which iron rods are passed. 
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ad In a answered place. Use building- 
paper on the under aide of the outside 
boards. Fill tbe eight or twelve-inch 
space with sawdust. Use tbe kind of 
lumber suitable to Hie builder’s means, 
ss the cost of tbe boose will corre­ 
spond with the quality of lumber used. 
The foundation to fixed to drain thor* 
oughly and to tilled to a depth of six 
Inches with cobblestones and a floor 
of two-inch plank placed upon them.

Description—The cocklebur Is a rap­ 
idly-growing, coarse weed with an ir­ 
regularly branching stem that grows 
to height of from one to two feet. The 
leaves, which are borne on long leaf 
stalks, are broadly triangular in gen 
erat outline, aud more or less toothed* 
and lobed on tbe borders. There are 
two kinds of flowers borne on separate 
beads or cluster* on tbe same plant. 
The male or staminate flowers are pro­ 
duced in roundish heads at the top of 
the stem. After shedding their pollen 
these drop off, and the female or pis­ 
tillate flowers, which are in clusters of 
two or three at the base of tbe male 
spike, enlarge and form thick, bard, 
oblong burs lieset with stiff, hooked 
prickles, and 
bearing two 
strong 
beaks at the upper end. These bura, 
like those of the burdock, adhere to 
clothing and to the coats of animals. 
The upper portion of a plant of cock­ 
lebur is shown In Figure 5. At the top 
of the stem the heads of male, or 
staminate flowers are seen, and at the 
base of tbe leaves those of tbe female 
or pistillate flowers. 
At the right, near the top of the fig­ 
ure, to a staminate flower enlarged: at 
tbe left of the base of the main stent 
is a head of pistillate flowers, showing 
the bur-likc covering with its hooked 
prickles, and at the top tbe protruding 
styles; at tbe left is shown the same 
when older, and at the right the same 
when cut through lengthwise. Each 
bur, when mature, incloses two seeds, 
one of which may germinate the first 
year, and the other may lie dormant 
until a later time. 
It bas been said that the plant is 
poisonous to cattle, but this is prob­ 
ably a mistake. It is at least known 
that rattle sometimes eat sparingly of 
It without serious results.

Root crops are cutting more of a 
figure in the economy of the farm in 
this country each year. Dairymen and 
sheep breeder* have found that the 
feeding of root* I* a decided advant­ 
age in their buainees, and feeder* of 
fat stock are .awakening to the fact 
that the patting on of flenh can tie 
done better by a mixed ration than by 
the nee of grain alone. A stockman 
with a liberal supply of mangels, tur­ 
nip*. carrots, etc., is in much better 
poeltiou to feed to advantage than if 
lie had nothing but grain to depend 
upon. After a crop of roots is once 
harvested and conveniently stored It i* 
easily fed. If only enough are secured 
to afford a change in the bill of fare 
occasionally tbe benefits will be great 
enough to pay for the trouble and time 
in securing them. In many of tbe for­ 
eign countries feeder* do not think 
their store* of feed for tbe winter com­ 
plete unless the root cellars or bins are 
fulL It will be so in this country when 
feeders understand the value of these 
crops.—Denver Farm and Feld.

Art In Mrlal Work as Ap p lied Now to 
Ha 11 dors' Hardware. 
Twenty-five dollars for the knob ; 
and p late of a front door may* seem ; 
to be a bit of extravaganco, but in 
tin's« days of high art in furnishing 
a good deal more than that can be 
sp ent for hand chased ami gold p lat- 
e» l bronze knobs from sp ecial de­ 
signs. 
There are hundreds of ]>at- 
terns of high p riced door fittings, 
anti it is very easy to select kuobs, 
hinges, lifts, escutcheons and other 
fittings of the doors and windows of 
a single story to coz.t from $350 to 
$500. 
Some of the p atterns are so 
costly that dealers do not p retend to 
koep the articles instock, and m anu­ 
facturers require time for filling 
some orders for articles sold by sam­ 
p les or p hotograp hic rep roductions 
of ¡» attorns. If the articles are to bo 
made from the sp ecial designs of an 
architect for a p articular p urp ose, 
the cost can easily extend to thou­ 
sands of dollars. 
Tho develop ment of art in metal 
work, as ap p lied to the regular trade 
of builders’ hardware, has boon 
gradual. Homoof tho old time work­ 
ers in iron and brass p roduced p a­ 
tiently and laboriously large and 
elaborately designed hinges, knock­ 
ers, locks and latches that were a r­ 
tistic and are valued today by collect­ 
ors of antiques. 
The p resent work­ 
ers (Min cast and finish in a few 
hours many elaborately designed 
knobs, p lates and hinges, and artists 
are emp loyed to design dainty « grace­ 
ful and ap p rop riate p atterns or to 
cop y and ap p ly the best and most 
p racticable designs that art has p ro­ 
duced so that the ornamentation of 
a knob and p late may be artistic and 
refined. 
The demand for knobs and p lates 
has run through p lain finished brass 
and wrought iron to 
bra s s 
and 
bronze, with varied finishing. Ox­ 
idized cop p er finish seems to lie 
p referred now for articles of moder­ 
ate cost, but silver p lated brass and

Twenty-five dollars tor the knob 
and plate of a front door may seem 
to be a hit of extravagance, hut in 
these days of high art in furnishing 
a good deal more than that can be 
spent for band chased and gold plat­ 
ed bran se knobs from special de­ 
signs. There are hundreds of pat­ 
terns of high priced door fittings, 
and it la very easy to select knobs, 
bingee, lifts, escutcheons and other 
fittings of the doors and windows of 
a single story to ooet from $350 to 
$500. Some of the patterns are so 
costly that dealers do not pretend to 
keep the articles in stock, and manu­ 
facturers require time for filling 
some orders for articles sold by sam­ 
ples or photographic reproductions 
of patterns If Hie articles are to ho 
made from the special designs of an 
architect for a particular purpose, 
the cost can easily extend to thou­ 
sands of dollars. 
The development of art in metal 
work, aa applied to the regular trade 
of builders* hardware, has been 
gradual. Some of the old time work­ 
ers in iron and brass produced pa­ 
tiently and laboriously large and 
elaborately designed hinges, knock­ 
ers. locks and latches that were ar­ 
tistic and are valued today by collect­ 
ors of antiques. The present work­ 
ers can oast and finish in a few 
hours many elaborately designed 
knobs, plates and hinges, and artists 
are employed to design dainty .grace­ 
ful and appropriate patterns or to 
copy and apply the best and most 
practicable designs that art has pro­ 
duced so that the ornamentation of 
a knob and plate may he artistic and 
refined. 
The demand for knobs and plates 
has ran through plain finished brass 
and wrought iron to brass anc 
bronze, with varied finishing. Ox 
idized copper finish seems to be 
preferred now for articles of moder 
ate cost, but silver plated brass am 
bronze,gold plated bronze and bronze 
with oxidized silver finish or vert 
antique finish are used in the most 
costly houses. The demand for cast 
iron, wrought iron and steel, with 
dull black finish, has increased to 
some extent, but they are the only 
methods that can be used appropri­ 
ately in some instances. Designs 
that are in harmony with the Colo 
nial style of architecture have been 
produced, and they are severely 
plain when alongside some of the 
designs from the French school. 
Polishing and band chasing make 
the cost of hardware mount up, but 
the niceties of casting bavo been do 
veloped so much in recent years 
that some plates and other articles 
need only to be cleaned with sand 
and touched in spots with files and 
emery paper. The process used in 
finishing some of the metal is, 
through the fumes of acids, danger­ 
ous for the workmen, but in the 
foundries and machine shops the 
smiths and machinists may work for 
many years without loss of health. 
In one foundry in Connecticut are 
smiths who are robust and skillful 
at 60 years of age, and in be ma 
obine shops adjoining are many old 
workmen, some of whom have made 
such valuable improvements on ma­ 
chines for making locks that the at­ 
tachments or devices have not been 
patented owing to the fear of having 
them stolen or copied. The company 
and the faithful old workmen keep 
the secrets.—New York Times.

A bill was introduced in the house 
on 
Saturday ‘last by Represents 
tive Fletcher granting the Brainerd 
& Northern Minnesota railroad the 
right of way for extension of its road, 
with right of telegraph and telephone 
lines, through Leech Lake Indian 
reservation, extending northwesterly 
to a point on the western line of the 
reservation, and also through the 
Chippewa Indian reservation, extend­ 
ing northwesterly to a poiut on the 
western line of the reservation, with 
the right to load logs at any point 
contiguous to Leech lake. 


W ith the advent of the new year 
which is now upon us comes renewed 
vigor in political tields aud from now 
until the election in November poli 
tics will be rife in the laud. 
Already 
! etnissarys are traveling over the state 
feeling the public pulse regarding 
state officers aud many a man is in­ 
terviewed withont knowing it. his ex­ 
pressions beiug jotted down in a little 
book for future reference. 
The year 
1896 will be full of conventions start­ 
ing in with that of the republican 
league club in early spring which 
will be followed by the state, con­ 
gressional, legislative, county, and in 
this place, city convention. 
It will 
be a clean sweep from president down 
to the lowest office in the gift of the 
people, and when one remembers that 
all political parties will hold conven­ 
tions it will be seen that their num­ 
ber will be legion. 


Leech Lake Indians Scared. 
Gus. Beaulieu, deputy U. S. mar- Th« 
shal has been engaged to secure data 
for ex-Di»trict Attorney Eugene G. | 
Hay of Minneapolis, who has been 
engaged by some of the Leech Lake 
Indians to fight the proposed plan of 
disposing of the lauds on the reserva­ 
tion says the Pioneer Press. 
The 
Cbippewas are greatly excited over 
the passage of the Baldwin bill, and 
have selected a delegation of four­ 
teen prominent members of the tribe, 
which delegation will start for Wash­ 
ington about Jan. 10 to lay their case 
before the departm ent of the inte­ 
rior. 
It is this interest that Mr. Hay 
rep resents, and Mr. Beaulieu’s selec­ 
tion for the work of unifying the op­ 
position aud securing the statements 
of fact necessary for the proper pre­ 
sentation of the case to the general 
land office, was made on account of 
the intimate acquaintances with the 
history and conditions of the tribe. 
The Baldwin bill provides that the 
Chippewa lands shall be told io forty- 
acre tracts so soon as 100,000 acres 
shall have been surveyed, and the 
survey has progressed so far tuat the 
land office has practically decided to 
throw the reservation open June 1, 
and a special to the Pioneer Press 
from Washington states that a formal 
proclamation to that effect is expect­ 
ed within a few days. 
The Baldwin 
bill left it in the power of the com­ 
missioner of the general land offi< • 
to arrange the details for the dispo­ 
sition of the land, subject to the ap­ 
proval of the secretary of the inte­ 
rior. 
The schedule submitted to the 
secretary on Saturday provides that 
the timber lands shall not be sold for 
less than $3 per thousand stumpape. 
The opposition of the Indians is 
boned on the fear that the scheme of 
disposing of the lands will redound 
most to the benefit of the pine laud 
grabbers of the viciuitv. 
These gen­ 
try, the Indians claim will be present 
at the opening and by outbidding 
other prospective purchasers,will be 
enabled to secure at advantage. 
The 
Indians believe that the opening of 
the reservation should be made, as in 
other cases, uuder some system which 
will protect their interests. 
The mat­ 
ter is one of great importance, in­ 
volving as it doea 890,000 acres of 
laud in the White Earth aud Leech 
Lake reservations, and means a greal 
deal more to the Chippewa tribe, than 
to the state of Miunesota, which is 
interested only to the exteut of the 
settlement of the laud about to be 
thrown open. 
For this reason, a 
vigorous fight will be made when the 
delegation reaches Washington, iu 
order, if possible, to secure a modi­ 
fication of thy schedule so a* to pre­ 
vent the abuse of the law by pine 
land speculators and at the same tune 
protect the interests of the tribe. 
The greater part of the lands to be 
thrown open are in the Leech Lake 
reservation, only a little over 50,000 
acres being included in the While 
Earth lot. 
About half of the Leech 
Lake lands is covered with timber, 
aud will be sold at stumpage sale, 
while the remainder will be thrown 
open to settlement under the general 
laud laws. 
Mr. Beaulieu also briDgs news of 
an exciting but probably not serious 
encounter a few days ago between a 
party of Indians and two men who 
were or claimed to be deputy game 
wardens. 
It seems that the Indiana 
have been under the impression that 
the treaty between the tribe and the 
government gave them the right to 
hunt and fish on the reservation, but 
it is now declared by the district at­ 
torney that this clause only affects the 
territory as far as the Mississippi, and 
as the place where the encounter oc­ 
curred was beyond this limit, the 
seizure which was attempted wai 
probably legal. 
There were three Indians iu the 
party, and they had as many saddles 
of venison when they encountered the 
strangers. 
The latter notified them 
that they must surrender the game, 
which the Iudiaas refused to do, 
under their idea of the law. 
The 
wariftuis theu drew their guns to en­ 
force their errand. 
The encounter 
was the cause of considerable excite­ 
ment, which has, however, practically 
subsided, and there seems to be no 
danger of further trouble resuiting 
therefrom. 
The 
Indians, 
when 
brought to task for their resistance, 
pleaded that they had been previously 
victimized by 
white 
visitors 
w h o 
claimed to be game wardens m order 
to secure venison and other game 
which they were not skilled enough to 
acquire by shooting, and it is likely 
the matter will be dropped where 
it is. 


AMATEUR MASSAGE. 


H ands 
D ifferen t M ovem en ts o f th e 
and W h at T h ey A re F or. 
The benefits of m assage are so 
well known th at it is needless to re­ 
count them, and no ill person should 
be denied the invigorating effects of 
“ the laying on of hands.” 
Many 
persons are kept front tlie curative 
effects of massage by the thought of 
expense, skilled masseuses receiv­ 
ing high wages. To enable the home 
attendant or friend in some degree 
to take her filaee is the aim of this 
artiole. 
The skilled masseuse m ust know 
the body, with the location of nerves 
and muscles, that be or she may be 
able to give such as need it special 
treatm ent. 
Massage supplies to the feeble the 
exercise they are unable to obtain 
otherw ise and includes a series of 
movements of limbs, fingers and 
toes, as well as the strokes of the 
masseuse’s 
hands. 
These, 
some­ 
w hat violent, should not be tried 
w ithout the advioeof the physician, 
and no direction for their use is in­ 
cluded In this article. 
The strokes given in massage are 
for restfulnoss or for tho purpose of 
rousing blood vessels and other or­ 
gans to action and may bo light or 
hard, the same variety of stroko bo- 
ing varied to suit the patient. 
No 
rule can be given for this, as judg­ 
m ent is something given only by na­ 
ture and experience. 
Massage m ust never be given to 
weary, and tho masseuse should 
have a band firm, but soft, flexible, 
sensitive and strong. Even an am a­ 
teur m ay have this k4nd of hand, 
and practice will make it full of 
healing to the sick. 
The masseuse m ust stand or sit in 
a position comfortable for herself, or 
otherwise she will be unable to give 
comfort. 
It is the rule to rub the 
limbs toward tho body. 
Beginning 
at tip of fingers, rub w ith steady 
stroke toward tho shoulder, varying 
the force according to tho wish of 
the patient, and covering the whole 
arm. 
Starting with tho toes, rub 
toward tho thighs. 
The rubbing of 
the abdomen is in a circular course. 
On the back it follows tho course of 
the backbone and m ust have some 
force to it. 
W ith all tho motions, in a general 
treatm ent tho arm s are taken first, 
then legs, cliost, abdomen, back— 
from one end to tho other of the 
spine. 
Rubbing with the flat hand is the 
ordinary method known to every 
one. There is also rubbing with the 
tips of the fingers, which is very 
soothing when dono lightly and of­ 
ten induces sleep when practiced on 
the head and wrists. 
An invigorating motion is given 
by resting the base of the hand on 
arm or body, placing tips of fingers 
firmly on the skin and drawing to­ 
ward the base of hand, working in 
this m anner from w rist to shoulder 
and from foot to thigh. Tho hand is 
never flat when doing this, but bent 
to give purchase to tho action of 
the fingers. 
It will be found th a t the motion 
of kneading the flesh, which is al­ 
m ost precisely th at of kneading 
bread, will give both stim ulus and a 
restful sensation to tho invalid. On 
the limbs this is taken from side to 
side, not up and down, as tho former, 
but like it in that it starts at tho 
w rists and ankles, working upward. 
Last of all, and often om itted save 
in cases of sluggish circulation, 
oomes percussion, which is slapping 
the entire body from hand to shoul­ 
der, from foot upward, the head be­ 
ing omitted. This m ay be dono with 
the entire hand flat, or with it bent 
so th at only the fingers, thum b and 
base of hand touch tho flesh, and 
m ust bo dono carefully, as even gen­ 
tle blows on tendor surfaces are of­ 
ten not beneficial. 
Practice will m ake those hints 
plain and enable any one w ith a 
sound body and sym pathetic nature 
to aid in curing the sick or in m ak ­ 
ing 
their sufferings more easily 
borne, and there are m any women 
and children who will take massage 
from those they love who will not 
take it from a more skilled masseuse 
who is a stranger. 
These notes are 
w ritten to those who long to help 
others, and who know nothing of 
massage save rubbing, which soon 
wearies both persons 
concerned.

H u n d r e d * o f Men, W o m e n a n il C h il­ 
d r e n F a ll V ic tim * to T urku . 
Constantinople, Special.—It is offi- 
ially announced that most obstinate 
fighting preceded the capture of Zei- 
toun by the Turks.

avail, and the general belief is that the

ing of this tender, the Rothschilds, 
through Messrs. Belmont & Morgan, 
had made overtures to let the United 
States have any amount of gold need­ 
ed.

Russia 
tendered 
the 
United 
States a part of its store of gold, but 
the natural inference that this offer 
w as a recent one made in consequence 
of the late Y’enezuelan m essage and 
subsequent panic Is not warranted, for 
it may be asserted positively and on 
excellent authority tlmt the tender 
was in no manner influenced by the 
complications now existing between 
the United States and Great Britain as 
the result of the negotiations over the 
Venezuelan boundary question, and 
w as in fact made two years ago.

Thadeus Hayward, brother of 
Harry; Harry Goodsell, a cousin; N. F. 
Warner, the undertaker; the crem a­ 
tory attendants 
and reporters, tlie 
body of the murderer w as thrust into 
the furnace aud rendered to ashes. 
A plain pine box about six aiul one-half 
feet In leusth. with tAvo Iron handles on 
each aide, rested upon a batKago truek on 
the sidewalk at the corner of Canal ami 
Adams street, near ih e union depot, this 
morning, and curious people stopped to look 
at it. Those bolder than the rest stepped 
up to the box aud read from the bill of 
lading:

Then they would glance swiftly and know­ 
ingly at each other, and realize that the 
mysterious box enclosed all that was mor­ 
tal of the late Harry Hayward, tlie mur­ 
derer of Catherine Ring. The news of the 
arrival of the body soon spread through 
the depot, aud every man who could leave 
his post for a moment came to view the 
box. 
1 lie object of so much attention arrived in 
Chicago from Minneapolis this morning at 
0:30 o’clock over the Milwaukee. 
It was 
lifted from the train nnd placed upon the 
truek. Then It was taken into the buse- 
meut baggage room, placed upon the ele­ 
vator and lifted to the main baggage room 
end wheeled out on tlie sidewalk. 
l u k e n tit t h e C e m e t e r y . 
There it rested for some fifteen minutes, 
when a tall ami portly man entered tin* 
room with a policeman aiul gave directions 
for tlie transfer of the body to the suburban 
train of the 
Milwaukee, which runs to 
Graceland cemetery from this city. This 
man was N. F. Warner, a Minneapolis un­ 
dertaker. who was In charge of tin* body 
and its cremation. 
He passed through the 
ticket gate and waited. 
He began to grow 
impatient, and the hour for the train to de­ 
part was drawing near, when all at once a 
relieved look was seen to overspread ids 
face, and Dr. Thaddeus Hayward and Harry 
vSuodsoil, a cousin of the dead man. ap­ 
proached nnd nil exchanged glances, und 
then boarded the train for Graceland. 
As soon as possible Mr. Warner, who a c ­ 
companied young 
Hayward and Goodsell. 
had the plain wooden box containing the 
liody transferred to the train for Graceland 
cemetery, and when this was arranged the 
three meu boarded the train and sat con 
versing in a low tone during the trip. 
Wheu the train stopped at the entrance 
to the cemetery the cart on which the eof 
tins are placed was shoved up and tlie box 
lifted out. The station master and two at­ 
tendants from the cemetery were the only 
ones to meet the train, and the corpse hail 
scarcely been 
removed when 
the t r a i n 
pulled out. 
Then the tA\o attendants bent their backs 
and commenced slowly pulling the little 
cart with Its heavy load across the tracks 
Into the cemetery. Tlie three men who bad 
come from Minneapolis to take hnck with 
them the ashes of the dead man followed 
behind Avith bowed heads nnd slow steps. 
Sadly and 
slowly the 
little 
procession 
wound its Avay along the gravel paths to 
the crematory. 
When tlie little chapel, beneath which Is 
the crematory, Avas reached the body was 
carried to the basement, 
where are the 
huge furnaces. There Avore to be no serv­ 
ices or prayers. The attendants unscrewed 
the lid of the outer box and ttn* coffin ayhs 
lifted out. 
It Avas covered with black cloth, 
and on tho silver plate was engraved: 
“A t R e s t .” 
The lid of the coffin Avas removed aud the 
little group pressed closer. 
Through the 
glass was seen the face of a young man. 
handsome even in death. The eyes were 
closed as naturally as though in sleep, 
but the mouth was partially open, giving 
a weird expression to the lower part of 
the face. The forehead and side of the 
head were darkened, showing AA’here the 
physicians had examined the brain. 
Tears 
came to the eyes of the brother and cousin 
when they looked at the eluy-like face, but 
except for the moistening of their eyes 
for a moment neither gave 
Avay to his 
emotion. 
Young 
Goodsell 
asked 
for 
a 
lock 
of 
Harry’s hair, but there was no tremor in 
his Aoice as he made the request nor did 
he wince when he took tlie moist scrap of 
hair from the undertaker. 
Dr. Hayward 
said nothing, but all the time gazed steadily 
at the form of his brother. 
The silver trappings were taken from the 
coffin, the glass laid aside, and tho somber 
black casket Avas lifted to the trusses, the 
oven doors were opened and two attend­ 
ants hastily pushed the corpse into lt- 
llerv bier. 
Tho doors Avere shut nnd tho 
little group who had been watching ab­ 
stractedly stood fo ra few moments Avlthout 
uttering a word and then as if by one 
accord separated about the cemetery b 
await the consuming of the body. 
The incineration occupied three hours and 
fourteen minutes. The corpse was placed 
on the slidiug platform and pushed Into tlie 
intensely heated receptacle at 1:0 5 o’clock. 
At 2 o'clock the furnace was opened, the 
plate on 
w h ic h the remains rested 
wa« 
withdrawn and the dust t<> Avhlch he had 
been reduced was gathered up. placed In 
an urn and given to the dead man's brother. 
Hr. Hayward. 
Undertaker Warner *. ,k charge of the 
ashes which were placed in a stone re 
eeptacle and returned to Minneapolis.

cured liail and scandalized the neigh­ 
borhood by taking his two daughters 
and moving into W est's house. 
The 
relatives of the murdered husband 
S w o r e V e n a c a n e e , 
and last night It came. 
Close to 10 
o’clock a band of men rode up to the 
W est homestrad 
and demanded ad­ 
mit tanee. 
“Tom W e s t is dead. 
Now 
it is your tutu,” the spokesman called, 
and Deveres and the woman aw oke 
to find their house surrounded. 
Mrs. 
■YYrat rushed to a darkened window 
aud began a wild hysterical plea for 
mercy. 
-V dozen bullets answered her 
eric* and the demand for Immediate 
surrender was reqieated. 
Deveres. too, 
asked for a hearing, but ids request 
was greeted with a shower of shots. 
“We'll give you ten m inutes to open 
up.

Evenness of touch Is the elusive 
quality that a piano student thinks 
him self fortunate if he can attain In a 
dozen years of laborious practice. One 
of tho re-usons for the tediousness of 
progress in touch Is the difficulty of 
telling by the mere sound whether the 
notes are pr«*Hs»*<l with absolute equal­ 
ity of force. A device that can l»o re­ 
lied upon to g!\*e a graphic representa­ 
tion of tho tension and pressure of tho 
lingers, in such a form that a student 
can actually see what he Is doing, aud 
correct his own errors, may he tho 
means of sgving«yeai‘s of hard work 
to piano players. 
Such an apparatus 
lias been constructed In France. It is 
quite sim ple jn construction, and con­ 
sists chiefly of a rubber tube placed 
under the keyboard, united at its e x ­ 
trem ities by a registering drum, also 
of rubber. 
W hen the notes of the 
piano are played, the pressure on tho 
tube causes a wave of air to be sent 
through it .into the drum, to which Is 
attached a'pen that records Its move­ 
ment on a moving roll of paper. The 
wave, makes the drum vibrate, and tho 
motion is communicated to tho pen, 
which leaves Irregfilar marks on the 
paper, The board on a hleh the tube 
rests is regulated by menus of wedges 
adjusted by a screw'. 
When raised it 
alm ost reaches the notes of the piano, 
and the appliance Is then ready for 
the work of registration. When no 
music is la*ing played the recording 
tape shows simply a straight line. The 
instrument is extrem ely sensitive, and 
tlie peaks seen on the recording tape 
vary in height, according to the de­ 
gree of force with which a note is 
struck. 
In the case of an even shaky 
the peaks show like a long drawn out 
range of miniature mountains of uni­ 
form height and shape; a charge fee-, 
less, lojc.sided shake, on the ^nfrary 
is shown on tlie paper *u a series of 
weak, irregular and jumbled mark­ 
ings. This instrument is likely to be 
of gr^ut service as 
educational 
agent. 
Even artists o f high attain­ 
ments can derive much benefit from 
it, since the performer of a pianoforte 
classic by a great artist can be graph­ 
ically Impressed on the recording vvib, 
and can be afterward follow ed and 
studied from beginning to end. This 
may prove to Is* alm ost as valuable as 
a method of musical tuition as tlie 
phonograph Is found to be iu the 
teaching of language accent and enu% 
elation.

T h rte great B ritish scientific socle 
ties are agreed that it is the duty of 
the B ritish governm ent to fit out an 
exp ed ition for thorough an tarctic ex 
ploration. 
in 
N ovem ber, 
1S113, 
the 
R oyal G eographical society appointed 
a notable com m ittee to inquire into 
the propriety o f such an expedition 
and report, 
T hey reported In favor of 
having the governm ent send tw o su it­ 
able v essels to explore the south polar 
reglous und keep them at it for three 
years. 
T he report w as adopted and 
transm itted 
to 
t lie 
royal 
society, 
w hich, in turn, appointed a pow erful 
com m ittee w hich in M ay, 1H94, 
re­ 
ported strongly in favor o f th e pro­ 
posed schem e. 
At the beginning of 
the present year th e council o f the 
B ritish association ga v e the plan its 
vigorous indorsem ent, and it doubt­ 
less took further action on It at its re­ 
cent annual

T he plan o f Dr. John M urray o f the 
C hallenger, w ho addressed the Royal 
G eographical society on the zubject

Septem ber, 
land a com pany

PROTECTING TILE OUTLETS. 


Inrlou* Practical Methods Arc Sa«- 
tfc*tc«l. 
U n less siM*cial care is taken to pro­ 
tect th e outlet o f a tile drain, there is 
danger o f Its being m ore or loss In­ 
jured. If it Is in the pasture stock 
tram ping alnnit it are liable to crow d 
the tile out o f plain* or break them . 
W here land w ash es very easily heavy 
rains w ill frequ ently d isplaee them . 
It is also som etim es desirable to so 
close the opening in the drain tlrnt 
m uskrats, rabbits aud other verm in 
cannot en ter it during a dry tim e and 
build an obstruction. 
Several sueh d e­ 
vices are illustrated in the cut. 
O utlet D is particularly suited to a 
tile w hich has its t>|>euing in a batik 
o f a creek or ditch som e d istan ce front 
th e bottom . 
It is m erely a w all of 
sto n e or brick laid in cem ent. 
T his 
protection prevents the w ash in g aw ay 
o f earth from aliout the outlet or a d is­ 
placem ent o f tile or earth by freezing. 
W here ston e is abundant this style of 
an outlet is a s practical « s any and 
m ore su b stan tial than m any others. 
O utlet C co n sists o f a w o deit 
Ih»x 
m ade o f tw o-inch hard wood, open at 
one end. w hich is slip|H*d over th e end 
o f tin* drain. 
At th e outer end a door, 
hinged a t the t« p. is s> arrung.-d that 
tin* w ater w ill readily flow out. hut 
nothing can g o up th* tile. 
A sim ilar 
Ijo x outlet. K. is square at th* outer 
end. over w hich iron rods are secured 
or a piece of strong w ire netting is 
fastened. 
O utlet 
F is sim ply a tile 
w ith 
holes in 
tin* 
top and 
tjottoui 
through w hich iron rods are p issed . 
T rap door « utlet A is a tile to the open­ 
ing of w hich a circular piece of g al­ 
vanized sheet iron Is s o attached that 
the w ater can pass out. but the e n ­ 
trance o f any foreign m utter is pre- 


ed in a joienrred place. 
U se building- 
pa|M*r on the under sid e o f the outside 
boards. 
F ill the eigh t or tw elve-inch 
sjMice w ith saw d u st. 
U se the kind of 
luiul>er su itab le to tlie builder's m eans, 
as the cost of tin* house w ill eorre- 
siH»tid w ith the quality of lutnlter used. 
T he foundation Is fixed to drain thor­ 
oughly aud is til It'd to a depth of six 
inches w ith cobb leston es and a floor 
o f tw o-inch plank placed upon them . 
H ave the floor Is arils an inch apart, 
to allow drainage. 
Put ten inches of 
saw d ust on th** floor, or. if not avaiht- 
able, 
use finely-cut rye straw . 
Dat 
straw is not as go«Hl for this purpose 
as rye, for. being soft, it packs t**o 
closely. 
In putting in the ice. leave a 
foot of space betw een it and the w all 
and pack this w ith saw d u st or straw , 
a s the w all o f h e goes up.

D escription—T he cockle bur is a rap­ 
idly-grow ing, coarse w eed w ith an ir­ 
regularly branching stem that grow s 
to height o f from one to tw o feet. T he 
leaves, w hich are borne on long leaf 
sta lk s, are broadly triangular in gen ­ 
eral outline, and m ore or less toothed* 
and lolied on the borders. 
T here are 
tw o kinds of flow ers borne on separate 
heads or d u ste r s on the sam e plant. 
The m ale or stam in ate flow ers are pro­ 
duced in roundish heads at the top of 
the stem . 
A fter shedd ing their jjullen 
these drop off. and the fem ale or p is­ 
tilla te flow ers, w hich are in clu sters of 
tw o or three a t the base of the m ale 
spike, enlarge and form thick, hard, 
oblong burs lM*set w ith stiff, hooked 
prickles, 
and 
lien iiiig 
tw o 
strong 
beaks at the upper end. 
T hese burs, 
like th ose o f the burdock, adhere to 
clothing and to tlu* coats of anim als. 
T he upper portion of ai plant of eoek- 
lt-bur is show n in F igure 5. 
A t th e top 
o f the stem tin* heads o f m ale, or 
stam in ate flow ers are seen, and at th** 
batse of the lea v es those o f the fem ale 
or p istillate flow ers. 
A t the right, near the top o f the fig­ 
ure, Is a stam in ate flow er enlarged: at 
the left o f the liaise of the matin stem 
is a head o f p istillate flow ers, show in g 
the bur-like covering w ith its hooked 
prickles, and at the top the protruding 
sty les; ait the left is show n tlu* sam e 
w hen older, and a t the right the sam e 
w hen cut through len gth w ise. 
E ach 
bur, w hen m ature, in closes tw o seeds, 
one o f w hich m ay germ inate tlu* first 
year, and the other m ay lit* dorm ant 
until a later tim e. 
It has b**en sa»id thait the plant is 
jKiisonous to cattle, but this is prob­ 
ably a m istake. 
It is at least know n 
that ca ttle som etim es e?t sparingly of 
It w ithout serious results. 
T he cocklelm r Is com m on in barn­ 
yards, also, along roadsides, in w aste 
places and cultivated grounds. 
T here 
are several other species, all o f w hich 
are less troublesom e to the farm er 
than the X. stninm rU iui. 
H ow B est D estroyed—A s the root of 
the cocklebur is not creeping, and does 
not live in the ground over w inter,

It is expected, of course, 
tliat this w ill all rot dow n Into a soft, 
slim y m ass. 
If tlu* heat is v**ry great 
in the silo, w hich it is likely to be if 
the m aterial put in Is rather dry, this 
covering m ay becom e lire fa aged and 
dry instead o f rotten. 
T he object of 
using w ater and tram pling en silage is 
to cau se a better solidification, thereby 
exclu d in g more air than if left uinvet 
and 
untram plcd. and 
to arrest 
tlu* 
heating o f tht* m aterial. 
E nsilage appears to bo better If it 
h eats a fter being put lu tlu* silo, hut 
this heatin g should Ik* arrested In a 
short tim e, or it w ill produce mold. 
As 
to the qu antity of waiter, that should 
depend altogeth er on tlu* character of 
the m aterial put in. 
O nly Judgm ent 
can dir**et this m utter. 
If th** coru is 
quite im m ature, there should Ih* no 
occasion for w atering it.

tim es. 
If a seed in g is desired, tim ­ 
othy should be sow n h eavily in the 
fall, as no m atter how m uch clover 
seed is sow n in spring, very little w ill 
be found by harvest tim e. 
T he trouble 
is that the soil on the late turned sod 
cannot In* got into projjer m echanical 
condition. 
T he sod holds the furrow 
up, leavin g a v-aeaut place under the 
surface, until its rotting in the npriug 
cau ses th e furrow to collapse. 
T his 
occurs ju st about th e tim e the young 
plover germ inates. 
A s it catch es hold 
q f the soil the latter fa ils back and 
leaves tho young clover plant exposed 
to th e air, and a hot sun lu A pril or 
M ay soon finishes it. 
P ossibly a lib­ 
eral urn* o f the roller to com press the 
soil lu the full m ight m ake the clover 
seed in g better, but there is sure to bo 
a fa llin g dow n o f the furrow as turned 
In the fall w hen the sod begins to rot 
tho follow in g spring.—A m erican C ul­ 
tivator.

Tw enty-five dollars for th e knob 
and plate of a fro n t door m ay seem 
to !>e a b it of extravagance, b u t in 
these days of h ig h a rt in fu rn ish in g 
a good deal m ore th an th a t can be 
spent for h an d chased and gold p lat­ 
ed bronze knobs from special do- 
signs. 
T here are hu n d red s of p a t­ 
te rn s of high priced door fittings, 
an«l it is very easy to select knobs, 
hinges, lifts, escutcheons a n d oth er 
fittings of th e doors and w indow s of 
a single story to cost from $350 to 
$500. 
Sorno of the p a tte rn s a re so 
costly th a t dealers do not p retend to 
keep th e articles in stock, and m a n u ­ 
fa c tu re rs req u ire tim e for filling 
som e orders for articles sold by sam ­ 
ples or p hotographic reproductions 
of patterns. 
If th e articles are to ho 
m a d e from th e special designs of an 
arch itect for a p a rtic u la r purpose, 
th e cost can easily extend to th o u ­ 
san ds of dollars. 
Tlio developm ent of a r t in m etal 
work, as applied to tho re g u la r trado 
of b u ild e rs’ hardw are, 
has boon 
gradual. Home of th e old tim e w o rk ­ 
ers in iron and brass produced p a ­ 
tiently and laboriously largo aud 
elaborately designed hinges, kn ock ­ 
ers, locks and latches th a t w ere a r ­ 
tistic and are valued today by collect­ 
ors of antiques. 
T he p resen t w o rk ­ 
ers can cast and finish in a few 
ho urs m a n y elaborately designed 
knobs, plates and hinges, and a rtists 
are em ployed to design d a in ty , grace­ 
ful and app ropriate p a tte rn s or to 
copy and apply th e best a n d m ost 
practicable designs th a t a r t has p ro ­ 
duced so th a t th e o rn a m e n ta tio n of 
a knob an d plate m ay he artistic and 
rofinod. 
Tho dem an d for knobs and plates 
lias ru n th ro u g h plain finished brass 
and w ro u g h t iron 
to b rass and 
bronze, w ith varied finishing. O x­ 
idized copper finish seem s to lie 
preferred now for articles of m o d e r­ 
ate cost, bu t silver plated brass and 
bronze,gold plated hronzo and hronzo 
w ith oxidized silver finish or vord 
a n tiq u e finish are used in tho m ost 
costly houses. The dem and for cast 
iron, w ro u g h t iron and steel, w ith 
dull black finish, has increased to 
som e extent, h u t they are th e only 
m etho ds th a t can he used a p p ro p ri­ 
ate ly in som e instances. 
Designs 
th a t are in h a rm o n y w ith tlio colo­ 
nial sty le of a rc h ite c tu re hav e been 
produced, 
and th ey aro severely 
plain w hen alongside somo of the 
designs from the F rench school. 
Polishing and h a n d chasing m ake 
tho cost of h a rd w a re m o u n t up, hut 
th e niceties of casting bavo been de­ 
veloped so m uch in recent years 
th a t som e plates and o ther articles 
need only to bo cleaned w ith sand 
and touched in spots w ith files and 
em ory paper. 
Tho process used in 
finishing som e of tho m etal 
is, 
th ro u g h th e fum es of acids, d a n g e r­ 
ous for th e w orkm en, h u t in tho 
foundries an d m achine shops th e 
sm ith s and m ach inists m ay w ork for 
m an y years w ith o u t loss of health. 
In one fou ndry in C onnecticut aro 
sm ith s w ho are ro b u st and skillful 
a t 60 years of ago, and in he m a ­ 
chine shops adjoining are m an y old 
w orkm en, som e of w hom have m ade 
such valuable im prov em en ts on m a ­ 
chines for m ak in g locks th a t th e a t ­ 
tach m en ts or devices have not been 
patented ow ing to th e fear of hav in g 
th em stolen or copied. Tho com pany 
and th e faith fu l old w ork m en keep 
tho secrots.—Now Y ork Times.
